At this factory, which began operation® In 
19 b 8 , selectors Jfaxa, machines for cleaning grain see^ are now being 
serially produced for the first tim© In Yugoslavia. Designs ha to been com- 
pleted at this plant for mowers, another new Item In Yugoslavia* 

This factory has taken over the w YoJvodina" and ''VoJrodJansJEa Xlrnloa” 

(To Jvodifca Foundry) farm machinery factories In Hovi Sad, both of which still 
. operate In their old buildings* The new factory, which is still under 
construction, Is located well on the outskirts of Fori Sad where there is 
space for further expansion* One main hall with modern machinery Is now in 
operation, end a foundry will begin operations very soon* The workers from 
the crowded and tuihealthful "Yolvod^aaska Livaica" will move into these 
modem quarters as soon as they are ready. 

The new selectors are better than their counterparts mode abroad because 
the machines are constantly being perfected* The use of cheap cast iron 
instead of bronxe and taa^per castings for acle looks and crankshaft bearings 
has been Started at the factory.

The new types of farm machinery to be serially produced at the "Zaaj" 
Factory In Zemun this year Include reapers, binders, and elevators. Lane 
year; small reapers, one of which cut 8,000 kilograms of wheat in 10 hours, 
were supplied by this factory to many rural districts. Such reapers are 
very satisfactory on muddy fields because of their lightness. The proto- 
typo of a large reapers which can mow 25,000 kilograms of grain in 10 hours 
\has been made at this factory, and several such reapers have been delivered 
since production was Initiated at the beginning of January. 

Late in 19^8, the production of plows for rice fields was begun, and 
by now enough have been manufactured to fill Yugoslav needs. ^ A rotary 
cutter which does the work of 500 uk*n in cutting canals has also been 
.produced* It Is now in use In the Yojvodlna, with increased capacity, 
equipped with two rptors, will be manufactured this year. They will be 
particularly useful on the building sites of the Danube -Tisa-Danobe 
Canal* 

About 65 percent of the workers at the "Zaaj" Factory are teen-agers. 
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
